37. (currently amended) A method for providing a recipe to a user in audible form, such 
that an interactive session is established, data re l ated to cook i ng comprising: 

accessing a series of instructions i n i tia l d a ta related to a recipe food pr e parat i on ; 

sequentially providing the series of instructions to the user using an output device 
that provides each of the instructions in an audible form for the user to hea r i n i t i al data : 

detecting aft a spoken utterance from the user while the series of instructions are 
being provided to the user : and 

responding to the spoken utterance with -bv providing additional date instructional 
data to the user using the output device to provide the additional instmctional data in an 
audible form for the user to hear, 

wherein an interactive cooking session is established such that a subsequent 
one of the instructions is not provided to the user until the user provides a particular 
spoken utterance requestinq the subsequent instruction . 

38. (canceled) A m e thod for prov i d i ng data r el at e d to cook i ng compr i s i ng: 
provid i ng in i tial data to a user; 

d e t e ct i ng an utt e ranc e from th e us e r; and 

prov i d i ng add i t i ona l data in response to tho utteranc e , 

wh e r e in th e add i t i onal data i nclud e s dat a re l ated to food pr e p a r a t i on . 
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39. (currently amended) The method of cla i m 38, claim 37 further comprising: 

accessing a glossary as a function of detecting an the spoken utterance; and 
providing the additional data from the glossary. 

40. (currently amended) The method of c l a i m 38 claim 37 , further comprising: 

initiating a timer as a function of the spoken utterance from the user; and 
providing an indication at an expiration of a time interval associated with the 

timer. 

41 . (currently amended) The method of claim 40, further comprising: 

initiating a second timer as a function of the spoken utterance from the user; and 
providing a second indication at an expiration of a time interval associated with 
the second timer. 

42. (previously presented) The method as claimed in claim 40, wherein the timer is 
associated with a particular segment of the data related to cooking, 

43. (currently amended) The method of cla i m 38 claim 37 , further comprising: 

translating at least a portion of the data relating to cooking from a first language 
into a second language; and 

providing the translated portion to the user. 
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44. (currently amended) The method as claimed in c l a i m 38 claim 37 , further comprising 
converting a portion of the data relating to cooking from a first unit of measurement to a 
second unit of measurement. 

45. (currently amended) The method of c l aim 38 claim 37 . further comprising, retrieving 
the data related to cooking from a remote location. 

46. (currently amended) The method of cla i m 38 claim 37 , further comprising 
transmitting the data related to cooking to a hand-held device. 

47. (currently amended) The method of cla i m 38 claim 37 wherein the initial data 
comprises data related to two or more recipes. 

48. (currently amended) The method of c lai m 38 claim 37 , further comprising modifying 
the additional data as a function of a second utterance. 

49. (currently amended) An apparatus for providing a recipe to a user in audible form, 
such that an interactive session is established, data r el ated to cooking comprising: 

means for sequentially providing a series of instructions, related to a recipe, 
using an output device that provides each of the instructions in an audible form for the 
user to hear i n i t i a l data to a us e r : 
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means for detecting an a spoken utterance from the use r, while the series of 
instructions are being provided to the user : and 

means for providing additional instructional data in response to the utterance 
using the output device, to the user in audible form , 

wherein an interactive cooking session is established such that a subseguent 
one of the instructions is not provided to the user until the user provides a particular 
spoken utterance reguesting the subseguent instruction wh e r ei n th e addit i ona l dat a 
includ e s data r el at e d to food pr e paration . 

50. (previously presented) The apparatus of claim 49, further comprising: 

means for accessing a glossary as a function of detecting an utterance; and 
means for providing additional data from the glossary. 

51 . (previously presented) The apparatus of claim 49, further comprising: 

means for initiating a timer as a function of the utterance from the user; and 
means for providing an indication at an expiration of a time interval associated 
with the timer. 

52. (previously presented) The apparatus of claim 51 , further comprising: 

means for initiating a second timer as a function of the utterance from the user; 

and 
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nneans for providing a second indication at an expiration of a time interval 
associated with tlie second timer. 

53. (previously presented) The apparatus as claimed in claim 51 , wherein the timer is 
associated with a particular segment of the data related to cooking. 

54. (previously presented) The apparatus of claim 49, further comprising: 

means for translating at least a portion of the data relating to cooking from a first 
language into a second language; and 

means for providing the translated portion to the user. 

55. (previously presented) The apparatus as claimed in claim 49, further comprising 
means for converting a portion of the data relating to cooking from a first unit of 
measurement to a second unit of measurement. 

56. (previously presented) The apparatus of claim 49, further comprising, means for 
retrieving the data related to cooking from a remote location. 

57. (previously presented) The apparatus of claim 49, further comprising means for 
transmitting the data related to cooking to a hand-held device. 
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58. (previously presented) The apparatus of clainn 49, wherein the initial data 
comprises data related to two or more recipes. 

59. (previously presented) The apparatus of claim 49, further comprising means 
modifying the additional data as a function of a second utterance.
